career has finished. Pelé scored 1088 
goals in 1114 games for Santos in 
Brazil, and 97 goals for Brazil's national 
team in 111 international between 1956 
and 1974 before going to the United 
States to finish his playing career - and 
Start a temporary soccer boom in that 
country. 

Nowadays he has become a roving 
ambassador of the game for FIFA, in 
between fitting in his commitments to 
Warner Brothers, running a radio 
station he owns in Brazil, running a 
sports and marketing company, and 
helping the USA with the 1994 World 
Cup. 

"I have no doubt that the World Cup in 
the USA will be fantastic because there 
is no one who knows how to promote 
an event like the United Sates," Pelé 
said. 

"Putting on a nice show is a way of life 
and I have no doubt that the crowds 
will be better than they were in Italy - 
even if only the foreigners go, they will 
fill all the stadiums. 

[They've already sealed the contracts 
for TV and merchandising - a year and 
a half before the event - to ensure it is a 
financial success. 

"What's more important and yet to be 
achieved is what happens after the 
World Cup to ensure that soccer contin- 
ues to grow. 

"Soccer in USA has similar problems to 
Australia in that it's not the major sport 
but like here they are making inroads. 
It already is the most popular sport 
among children between five and 16 
because to play you don't have to be 
tall like you do in basketball or strong 
like you do in American football or 
rugby. 

"What needs to be achieved now is a 
strong pro league because with a strong 


league, the game has a future. 

"The same applies in Australia." 

Pelé retains a strong involvement with 
soccer in Brazil - and is confident his 
country will put on a good show in the 
World Youth Championship for the 
FIFA Coca-Cola Cup. 

Possibly out of politeness, he hopes the 
final will be between Brazil and 
Australia, but even he admitted that will 
be a big ask for the Young Socceroos. 
"In soccer you can always get a big 
upset — no one expected Cameroon to 
do so well in the last World Cup or 
Denmark to go on to win the European 
Nations Cup. : 
"Here you will see a number of strong 
teams. Brazil is one of them. Portugal is 
the defending champion and will also 
be strong. Colombia has a good team 
and the Africans too. 

"Australia may not be up at the top 
level but then no one expected them to 
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reach the semi finals in Portugal two 
years ago or the Olympics in Barcelona. 
With strong support they can do well. 
"What you will definitely see here in 
Australia are the stars who will be 


playing in the next two World Cups," 
he added referring to the past World 
Youth Championships which have 
started off the international careers for 
the likes of Maradona, Marco Van 
Basten and René Higuita. 
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On a personal level, Pelé revealed that 
during and after his career he knocked 
back contracts worth around 

$20 million out of loyalty and high 
principles. 

"T broke into senior (club) football at 16 
and was playing in the World Cup 
when I was 17 (in 1958) but I was 
spared much of the (commercialism) 
pressure of today's youngsters. 

"But I did get offers. In the sixties, Real 


Madrid offered Santos $2 million to buy 
me. My club was tempted but I was 
comfortable and said no. 

"Later (Fiat owner Luigi) Agnelli offered 
$3 million to take me to Juventus but in 
my life I have never worried about 
money first - I felt I was already making 
a lot of money and that was enough. 
"In 1975, Club America of Mexico, with 
the backing of the country's main. 
television station Televisa, offered $5 
million but by then I had already 
committed myself to play in the United 
States. 

"Nowadays I get offers of a different 
kind. 

"I said no to a cigarette company that 
wanted me to make commercials for 
them because I am against products 
like tobacco and alcohol which harm 
the young kids. 

"The company came back with a $10 
million offer and a script. I was 
supposed to declare that Iam not a 
smoker but that if I did smoke, this 
(particular brand of cigarette) would be 
my choice - I could not believe it." 

The decision to knock back big offers 
was apparently easier than to take a 
penalty. 

Admittedly, it was the penalty that 
would register his 1000th goal in his 
career - and it was in front of 210,000 
people inside the Maracana, the biggest 
stadium in the world. 

"There had been a huge build-up to my 
scoring my 100th goal with the papers 
and the media counting up every goal 
from 9990. 

"We were playing Vasco da Gama at 
the Maracana and were awarded a 
penalty. I did not want to take it 
because I was confident I would 
eventually score one or two from 
outfield playing if not in that game in 
some other game when there wasn't as 
much pressure or as big a crowd. 

"My teammates kept pushing me but I 
was so afraid. The stadium holds 
250,000 and it was nearly full and they 
started chanting my name so I had to 
take it. 

"My legs were shaking like jelly and the 
goalkeeper got a touch of the ball but 
thankfully it went in. 

"Up until this day, it is still probably the 
memory I treasure most in my career."

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The past five 
years bas seen 
a dramatic 
rise in 
goalkeeping 
standards in 
Australia. The 
emphasis on 


improving the “last line of defence” 
has led to Australian-born 
goalkeepers pushing hard for 
senior spots at some of England’s 
top clubs. DOUG BOOTH reports. 


England has always been well off 

for goalkeepers. While other world 
class countries, such as Brazil, 
preferred to win matches by simply 
scoring more goals than the opposi- 
tion (6-5 results were not 

uncommon), English teams 

favoured strong defences, 

supported by a resolute custodian. 
Famous keepers such as Gordon 
Banks, Peter Bonetti, Peter Shilton and 
Ray Clemence spring to mind when the 
‘job between the posts” is mentioned. 
So it might seem rather ironical 

that currently there are no fewer 

than six Australian-bred goalkeep- 

ers trying to earn a living from the 
specialised soccer job at English 
professional clubs. 

Leading the way is former Sydney CSC 
keeper Marl Bosnich who has followed 
up his strong showing at the Barcelona 
Olympics with the Coca-Cola Olyroos 
with some fine performances for Aston 
Villa. 

Then there’s Andy Petterson, originally 
from Western Australia, who spent a 
year at the Australian Institute of Sport 
in Canberra in 1988 before departing 
overseas. He is firmly established at 
Luton Town and helping to restore 
confidence to The Hatters in their drive 
to return to the Premier League. 

Jason Kearton is another who 

has bridged the gap effectively 
between part-time Australian 

club soccer and the English 

full-time game. 

Kearton was an ever-present for the 
Brisbane Lions in 1988 - the year the 
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Queenslanders 
finished 
bottom of the 
ladder. 
Despite his 
efforts at the 
back, the Lions 
struggled to 
make any 
impact on the 
national scene. 
Kearton 
headed 
overseas after the Lions were 
relegated ... and he has not looked 
back since. 

Being understudy to Welsh inter- 
national and Everton stalwart Neville 
Southall at Goodison Park is no mean 
achievement. 

Bosnich’s rival in Barcelona for the 
number one jersey, John Filan, is 
another trying his luck in England 
after leaving Wollongong City in 
November. Filan first went to trial at 
Stoke City, where Socceroo teammate 
Ernie Tapai has signed a lucrative 
contract, before moving on to Premier 
League club Southampton. 
Melbourne-born Frank Talia has spent 
more than a year in England trialling 
at various clubs before settling at the 
Kenny Dalglish-inspired Blackburn 
Rovers. 

Talia, another AIS product, has 
suffered several injury setbacks in 
England but his determination to 
succeed in arguably the toughest 
league in the world epitomises the 
efforts of these Australian goalkeepers

abroad. Many thought veteran 
goalkeeper Bob Catlin may have left 
his move too late when he quit 
Marconi last year to join newly- 
relegated Notts County. 

But the 28-year-old has adapted 
well to the change of surroundings 
and, although still not a first team 
regular, his experience at the back 
has enabled County to regroup 

after its disappointing season. 
Catlin, who played 162 CCSL games 
and earned one Coca-Cola Socceroo 
cap, spent a couple of months at 
Chelsea in the mid-eighties with little 
success.

He won two championships with 
Marconi and is one of a handful of 
Australian goalkeepers to have 
actually scored a goal (and not from 
the penalty spot). 

All this must be a worry to Adelaide 
City custodian Robert Zabica, the 
current Socceroo number one 
choice keeper, whose reliability 
between the posts was a major 
factor in the Zebras’ double success 
last season. 

But if Zabica is worried about a 
possible overseas challenge, with 
Bosnich, Kearton and Petterson the 
leading candidates, he’s not showing 
it in his performances. 

The former West Australian 

Sheffield Shield cricketer has once 
again been “Mr Reliable” in what 

has been a frustrating season for 

the South Australian giants. 

“T don’t mind competition. As far as 
I’m concermed everyone’s a threat. It’s 
healthy and it keeps me on my toes,” 
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said Zabica, who was also consider- 
ing an overseas move before the 
CCSL season began - to Malmo in 
Sweden. 

And if the younger challengers to his 
Socceroo position think Zabica is 
getting “long in the tooth” for the job - 
think again. “As long as my body is 
able, I will play on. Let’s face it, 35 is 
nothing unusual for a top goalkeeper. 
Look at Shilton. He was well over 40 
and still playing in the first division. 
Zabica’s body has been under the 
microscope before in his life. As a 
pace bowler in cricket, he suffered a 
bad back injury which cost him a 
promising Shield career. 

But all that’s in the past. He’s 
looking forward to a few more 
successes with the Zebras, the New 
Zealand World Cup qualifying 
games in April-May and keeping 
one step ahead of the rest. 

Mark Bosnich took over the deputy 
Socceroo goalkeeping position at 


last year’s Australian camp for 
overseas-based players in Holland. 
Shortly after he broke into the Aston 
Villa Premier League team in a game 
at Sheffield Wednesday. 
Villa manager Ron Atkinson told 
Bosnich he would keep his senior spot 
but a send-off in a reserves match 
meant the goalkeeper lost his chance. 
But Bosnich and veteran Nigel Spink 
have maintained healthy pressure on 
each other all season and it seems only 
a matter of time before the larrikin 20- 
year-old becomes a regular. Bosnich 
had three years at Manchester United as 
a schoolboy, and managed three league 
games, but work permit problems 
ended his liasion with the world’s best 
known club. He returned to Australia 
but worse was to follow. 
He signed for Sydney CSC and was 
dropped by controversial coach Mladen 
Vrankovic after just four games. Villa 
stepped in. “Brian Whitehouse, who 
was the reserves team coach at 
Manchester United, took over as the 
chief scout at Aston Villa,” Bosnich 
recalled. “He mentioned my name and 
fortunately the gaffer (Atkinson) had 
seen me in a reserves game when he 
was at Sheffield Wednesday,” Bosnich 
said. 
It’s not that Australia has never been 
blessed with top class keepers before ... 
it’s just that they have never been in 
such an abundance. Yakka Banovic, 
who was first choice at Derby County 
under Brian Clough, would argue that 
he was a goalkeeping trailblazer. He 
was sold by Heidelberg to Derby for 
$120,000 in the early eighties. 
For Andy Petterson and Frank Talia 
the move overseas was something 
they had to do to try and fulfill their 
ambition of playing soccer full-time. 
Petterson, who receives specialist 
coaching at Luton from former 
England and Chelsea ace Peter “The 
Cat” Bonetti, made his senior debut 
against Leicester this season.

He played in the first 18 division one 
games before a thigh injury sidelined 
him for three weeks. At the time of 
writing, he had just begun his 
comeback in the reserves. 
“Australia is producing so many good 
goalkeepers because the standard of 
goalkeeper training has improved 100 
per cent,” Petterson said. “Gone are the 
days when the goalkeepers were 
ignored. Now coaches are starting to 
realise they need specialised coaching.” 
Petterson is “extremely keen” to 
become Australia’s number one choice 
goalkeeper. “Although I also qualify to 
play for Wales, Australia will always be 
my number one choice and I hope to 
gain international recognition in the 
near future,” he said. 
Frank Talia believes Australia has got it 
right at junior level - that’s one of the 


reasons why top-flight goalkeepers 
have flourished. “We don’t have an 
abundance of quality goalkeeping 
coaches but we do have several highly- 
skilled and experienced trainers who 
more than make up.” Talia says the 
facilities at the AIS are part of the 
reason for his success in the game to 
date. “I did the bulk of my learning 
under Paul Jones (ex-Aussie youth 
keeper) and head coach Ron Smith. 
The techniques taught there are second

to none anywhere in the world and it 
was a brilliant education in preparing 
me for England,” he said. 

Talia, grounded by an ankle injury for 
two months early in his career at 
Blackburn, has quickly learned to adapt 
to the quicker style of play. “My ability 
to read the game has greatly improved 
along with my positioning. Learning to 
adapt to rugged bumps and challenges 
was another obstacle I had to 
overcome,” he said.

Long term followers of the world game 
have not been surprised at the 
emergence of African football which 
sees this continent of 50 nations on the 
verge of becoming a real footballing 
power. 

The emergence has been quite 
dramatic as back in 1974 while the 
pioneering Socceroos were getting 
honorable results in the 1974 World 
Cup in West Germany, Africa’s sole 
representative Zaire, was getting 
hammered by one and all. 

The huge African vote put Joao 
avelange in power at FIFA and 
Havelange repaid that support with 
massive world wide development 
programmes to the “developing” 
nations, gave them a better chance of 
making the World Cup and introduced 
the various age world championships. 
The Africans have justified Havelange’s 
faith with the likes of Algeria, Morocco, 
Egypt, Cameroon and Ghana perform- 
ing with distinction on the world stage 
culminating in Cameroon’s stunning 
display in Italia '90. 

Since then Ghana have won the world 
under 17 Cup and finished third in the 
Barcelona Olympics. 

Curious as to Africa’s rapid develop- 
ment I took in last year’s African 
Nations Cup in Dakar, Senegal and the 
recently concluded African Youth 
Championships in Mauritius. 

I was not alone in Dakar as over 600 
foreign media men covered the event 
and every worthwhile coach, not to 
mention player agents, ranging from 
Italy’s Arigio Sacchi to France’s Michel 


Platini were there. 
Quite simply since Cameroon’s 


“success” at Italia ‘90, football fever is 
ablaze across the massive continent. 
There is a fanatical ambition from all 50 
nations who are about to flex their 
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African soccer is no longer a joke. Recent results suggest the continent could produce 
a world champion in the not too distant future. Jobnny Warren takes a close look.

muscles on and off the field to 
“establish a new world order” in which 
Africa will play an ever increasing 
dominant role. 

Unofficial spokesman on the African 
movement is Ghana skipper and 
Marseilles star Abedi Pele who tells you 
“Ghana is a much better footballing 
nation than Cameroon”, 

He also tells you “Africa deserves four 
spots in the world finals, that Morocco 
should have been given the 1998 World 
Cup and that within the next 20 years 
Africa will win the World Cup - if not 
sooner. 

On the surface it is difficult to doubt 
Pele. 

African players seem to have it all - 
physique, technique, mental toughness, 
competitive, combative, the “hunger” to 


succeed, the role models to follow 
(there are over 500 professional 
Africans in Europe) and the burning 
ambition to emulate Cameroon and 
Abedi Pele. 

According to Pele, “African players base 
their game on that of their black 
brothers in Brazil”, 

“We love the way they play and I doubt 
there is a player anywhere in Africa 
who doesn’t idolise Brazilian football” 
says Pele.

world power 


There is more to African football than 
Cameroon. In fact in the African 


Nations Cup they finished fourth - and 
were lucky to finish there even though 
they were without only Roger Milla 
(only a vote by the other players 
stopped Milla playing - Oman Biyik and 
company did not want a repeat of Italia 
‘90 where they believed they did all the 
dirty work only for Milla to score the 
goals and steal all the credit) and 
goalkeeper Thomas Nkono. 
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All eight quarter finalists were black 
African nations - winners Ivory Coast, 
runners up Ghana, third placed 
Nigeria and fourth placed Cameroon 
as well as beaten quarter finalists 
Zaire, Zambia, Congo and hosts 
Senegal. 

So keen were the teams that if you 
changed shirts you wouldn't know the 
difference. The point is that Africa has 
depth and what Cameroon did in Italia 
'90 many others are capable of doing 
in the future. While admiring what 
Africa has achieved one doesn’t 
entirely share Abedi Pele’s optimism. 
There are many problems in Africa 
none the least being money to 
compete with Europe. The “slave 
trade”, as Pele refers to it where for 
every success story in Europe of 
African players there are hundreds of 
stories of youngsters being ripped off 
by dodgy agents, is a massive problem 
- a problem we can sympathise with 
what with our brain drain to Europe. 
Travel, where it can take days to cross 
the continent, communications and 
volatile political problems also put a 
question mark over Africa achieving its 
potential in the near future. 
Administration, according to those 
intimately involved, leaves a lot to be 
desired also. 

Perhaps the most disturbing problem 


from a 
playing point 
of view is the 
European 
influence, not 
just in 
numbers 
playing in 
Europe but in 
the number of 
coaches from 
Europe running the game in Africa. On 
the positive side Africans are 
becoming tactically more mature from 
this Euro influence. 

The other side of the argument is that 
Africans are now thinking about the 
game, playing it with the head rather 
than the heart and in the process we 
are seeing a clinical, cynical approach 
replacing the pure emotion of playing 
the game for the game’s sake - 
entertaining rather than results. 

There is no greater critic of the Euros 
than journalist Emmanuel Tatw, elder 
brother of Cameroon’s skipper Stephen 
Tatw who blamed the preponderance 
of foreign coaches as the reason the 
African Nations Cup was so calculated 
and tactical. 

“They do not help our football” Tatw 
observed. “Instead of grooming raw 
talents all they do is go to Europe and 
assemble the Euro based players”. 
“How do we develop new stars, how 
do we progress our game when 
coaches do not develop new teams”. 
“Cameroon was a prime example.” 
“Coach Phillipe Redon merely trundled 
out the old faces and Cameroon will 
not have a team for the USA in ‘94”. 
Ironically winners Ivory Coast played 
with basically a locally based team and 
was coached by one of the few 
Africans — Yeo Martial.

The Young Socceroos made 

a dream start to the champi- 

onship, coming from a goal down to take both 
points. Inspirational captain Kevin Muscat fittingly 
scored the winner in the 76th minute after striker 
Paul Agostino headed substitute Darren locca’s 
free kick against the bar. Colombia had taken a 
shock lead in front of the 32,000 crowd at the 
Sydney Football Stadium through captain Henry 
Zambrano but Ante Milicic levelled within three 
minutes.

The new kids on the Coca-Cola Soccer 
League block have come through the 
school for hard knocks with flying 
colours. 

Morwell, located in the Latrobe Valley 
about two hours drive from ‘Melbourne, 
was better known for its industrial 
power base than its soccer exploits ... 
until this season. 

The Valley is recognised worldwide for 
its deposits of brown coal and large 
open cut mines. 

The enormity of the task of making the 
Falcons at the least competitive in their 
CCSL debut must have seemed almost 
as daunting as the area’s massive open 
cut mines. 

Written off before even kicking a ball 
by the Sydney press, the Falcons knew 
they had an uphill fight to gain credibil- 
ity and respect. 

But, while not setting the world on fire, 
the club has achieved one of those 
goals .... RESPECT. 

Astute coach Manfred Schaeffer, who 
slammed Morwell’s style as “schoolboy 
stuff” after his Sydney CSC team lost on 
its visit, later apologised for his 
outburst. 

Perhaps the biggest plus of all, 
however, has been the matches, both 
league and cup, against South 
Melbourne this summer. 

Although Morwell lost all four games, 
the professional approach it displayed 
against this season’s title favourite 
raised more than just a few eyebrows. 
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So much so that, for the return league 
game early last month, Crinigan Road 
was packed,

A NEW BALL GAME 


“Who will win Australia 93?” went the 
question before this month’s youth 
extravaganza. But the question only 
got vague answers, even from the most 
respected experts, 

“Oh, Brazil usually do well. You’ve got 
to favour Australia at home. And don’t 
forget Portugal, the holders. African 
football is emerging and they could 
snatch this one. But I would still be 
wary of the efficient Germans, the well- 
prepared Koreans and Mexicans, the 
European champions Turkey and of 
course Saudi Arabia whose Under 17s 
won the world title in 1989,” 

Why not mention the entire field of 
sixteen? What about Colombia, Russia, 
Uruguay, England, USA, Norway? 
Couldn't they have won it? 

Of course they could. And that is the 
beauty of youth football today. A dead 
level playing field. No reputations to 
consider. No reputations to force 
others to play defensively and expedi- 
ently. 

But then that is the way the football 
world is becoming, even at senior level. 


The old class structure of Europe and 
South America representing the aristoc- 
racy and the rest belonging to the 
disheveled peasantry, is fast crumbling. 
Oh sure, there are some nations and of 
course club teams mightier than others 
and more feared than others. But the

gaps are tighter. For instance, 30 years 
ago if, say, Luxembourg were playing 
Ghana you would have picked 
Luxembourg, purely because they were 
European. Now more likely Ghana 
would not only beat them but give 
them a soccer lesson doing it. 


FIFA LEADS THE WAY IN 


The new level playing field has been 
brought not by the Europeans falling 
back but by the others catching up. 

In the last 40 years soccer’s develop- 
ing world made enormous progress in 
playing strength. Many things played 
a part in that: better and more 
efficient international communication, 
the advent of television, especially 
satellite television, the expanding 
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marketing forces of soccer, and the 
developing lands having the money 
and the will to import coaches and 
coaching techniques from Europe and 
South America. 

But among the biggest contributors 
has been FIFA itself. The world body 
has its share of critics of course and 
tightly. It has not always acted nobly 
and Australia in particular can be 


peeved by the tough path it has been 
given towards World Cup qualifica- 
tion. 

Of course we must acknowledge that 
the toughness of our last World Cup 
task was largely our fault. It was 
Australia which wimpishly agreed to 
qualifier dates which in the end 
crippled the Socceroo effort. 

We have learnt from that, which is

Australian soccer benefits enormously 
from the development of its players but 
it has been rightly lamented that the 
increasing emigration of players, the 
talent drain, has not been harnessed to 
our benefit. 

Not only are we losing these players 
from our sights, and have trouble 
calling on them for international duty, 
but there’s no money in it either. The 
Australian Soccer Federation, which 
spends hard-earned money, often tax- 
payers’ money, exposing these players 
in costly national team games, is the big 
loser: getting nothing in return. The 
clubs, which bag the transfer fees and 
the players themselves, are the winners. 
And of course the agents and sharkish 
middlemen who are springing up in 
Australia, lining their pockets and 
putting nothing back into the game. 

If one looks at the collective value of 
players transferred overseas recently, 
the potential loss is clear. An exercise 
we could look at the list of young men 
who played a prominent role in 
Australia’s last World Youth 
Championship campaign. It is they 
who classically became prey to 
overseas agents and their worth is a 
good pointer to what the ASF may be 
losing if it doesn’t act now to get some 
sort of return.

If the ASF was to levy such transfer fees 
by, say, 10 per cent it would collect 
$223,000. Not a bad sum but very fair 
and very handy in the ASP’s coffers. 

The implementation of such a scheme is 
very simple. It becomes part of every 
national league player's club registration 
that should he be transferred overseas 
the ASF collects 10 per cent of his 
transfer fee. Players will gladly sign 
because, frankly, players are so obsessed 
these days with moving overseas they 
will sign practically anything.

why the coming World Cup matches 
against New Zealand will be in late 
May and early June. Not in February 
and March when, as was the case last 
time, overseas-based Socceroos are in 
the middle of their club seasons. Last 
month Socceroo coach Eddie 
Thomson was in Europe with his so 
called “dream team”, preparing a 
Soeceroo squad which was perhaps 
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two thirds European-based. 

It is not likely that the team he fields 
against New Zealand in May will have 
just four or five locally based players. 
The rest will be the expatriate stars, 
something Eddie could not have done 
if the games were played in February 
and March. 

But that’s another story. Back to FIFA 
and credit where it’s due. The world 


body, under the steering of its 
president Joao Havelange, created the 
FIFA Coca-Cola Cup (for under 20's), 
the JVC Cup (for under 17s), the 
Women’s World Cup and a new 
Olympic tournament (restricted to 
under 23s), all of which gave develop- 
ing nations a more accessible world 
stage and in turn enhanced the profile 
of soccer in those countries. 
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The consortium behind Perth was 
refused the chance to submit its proposal 
a month late because it would not have 
allowed the ASF enough time to look into 
it objectively. 

Instead the ASF has asked the consortium 
to re-submit its application later this year 
with a view to joining the CCSL for the 
1994-95 season — just six months before 

a rugby league side from the west 
kicks-off. 

Sure, soccer will be off and running 
before the league team but it could have 
been so much better for our sport if Perth 
had been given extra leeway. Imagine 
having an 18 months start on the other 
game! Soccer, which is reasonably strong 
in the West anyway, could have gained a 
decided advantage through a strong 
marketing and promotional campaign. 
Now rugby league is almost on level 
terms and is more than capable of 
making up for lost time. Remember, 
League has considerable finance at its 
disposal as well as an outstanding 
marketing and promotional arm. 

As a long time advocate for Perth’s 
inclusion in the national league competi- 
tion, it hurts to see them have to cool 
their heels for another season. 

I believe they have so much to offer the 
game in this country because the sport is 
crying out for new blood and the breath 
of fresh air these clubs bring the game. 
You only have to see what the inclusion 
of the West Coast Eagles and the 
Adelaide Crows have done for the 
Australia Football League and Brisbane, 
Newcastle and Canberra have done for 
rugby league. 

Perth, North Queensland, Canberra and 
even Tasmania would have a similar 
effect on Australian soccer. These areas 
would open new horizons for the sport 
and show it off to a larger audience. 
Having said that, I realise the problems 
the ASF had in sorting out Perth’s applica- 
tion. There have been a lot of problems 
with administration of soccer in Perth and 
they held the game back for several 
years. The problems have only recently 
been rectified. 

And, of course, there is the problem with 
the time-span regarding the application. I 
don’t blame the ASF for baulking because 
everything seemed to be moving at 
break-neck speed. 

In this regard the commission obviously 
thought discretion was the better part of

board of commissioners to knock back Perth’s bid for 
entry into the 1993-94 Coca-Cola Soccer 

League is a retrograde step which could

valour. But, I say the ASF should 

have had the courage and the 

intuition to say “let’s give these 

guys a go.” 

It is going to happen sooner or 

later so it may have well been 

sooner. 

And, that leads me to my favourite 
subject of reorgainising the make-up of 
the CCSL competition. In the past I have 
advocated a 10-team competition to 
replace the present 14-team set-up. 
Iam not afraid to say my thoughts have 
changed a little in recent months, 
especially with the big moves being 
made in rugby league, who have even 
extended their boundaries to include a 
team from New Zealand - Auckland - in 
1995. 

Coincidentally, the New Zealand FA is 
keen to enter a team in the CCSL in the 
1994-5 season. Now that would be a 
retrograde step for Australian soccer. 

It is hard enough beating the Kiwis in 
World Cup qualifiers now. Imagine how 
strong they could be if they had a virtual 
strength Kiwi team in the CCSL? 
Thanks, but no thanks. Any Australian 


administrator 
who thinks that 
isa good idea has rocks in his 
head. No, we should, as ASF chief 
executive Ian Holmes says, look to our 
backyard to strengthen the National 
League and provide wider representa- 
tion. How is this for a 1994-95 CCSL 
competition: Marconi-Fairfield, Sydney 
Olympic, South Melbourne, Melbourne 
CSC, Adelaide City, West Adelaide, 
Brisbane, North Queensland, Perth, 
Tasmania, Geelong, Wollongong, 
Canberra and Newcastle. 
I don’t think the AFL or NSWRL could 
match that sort of Australia-wide 
representation. For a start, there is no 
way the league will make in-roads into 
Tassie and the AFL would have trouble 
establishing a team in North Queensland. 
Hopefully, if any or all the new areas I 
suggested apply to join the CCSL for the 
1994-95 season, they'll be given more 
serious consideration from the ASF. 
Come on fellas, show some courage next 
time.

Victoria’s Premier League is riding a new wave of public 
interest as the 1993 season gets underway. 

The top five finals series concept, initially ridiculed by the 
soccer purists, could prove to be the catalyst in a revival at 
Premier League level. 

For the first time in 1992 the finals series was contested for all 
the money; that is, for the championship of the state, with the 
minor premiership relegated to just that, an achievement of 
minor importance. 

Over four weeks in August and September more than 13,000 
fans flocked to finals games, with over 6,000 at Middle Park 
on grand final day to see North Geelong cap its fairy tale rise 
to power with an emphatic 4-1 extra time win over 
Brunswick United Juventus. 

Indicative of the increasing professionalism of the clubs was 
the promotion of Morwell Falcons to CCSL competition, with 
the likes of Brunswick, Bulleen and Altona Gate all attempt- 
ing to follow suit by producing impressive applications to 
join the elite. 

The VSF is more than doing its bit, with one exciting develop- 
ment in ‘93 the inclusion of regional based clubs in the Dockerty 
Cup, the oldest surviving soccer trophy in the country. 

The 1993 Premier League campaign appears as open as any 
in recent years. 

There appears only one certainty; that champions North 
Geelong will fade from the picture as quickly as they 
apppeared last year. The West Coasters, fresh up from 
division one, set all sorts of records last year in becoming the 
first club to take off the state’s major title at the first attempt. 
In the ensuing months the club has lost nine first teamers 
plus coach Branko Culina. 

Brunswick, runners-up three times and champions once in 
the past three seasons, will be strong again, particularly 


given the club’s almost obsessive desire to regain a CCSL 
place. Despite some talks of internal turmoil at Bulleen, that 
club has enough raw talent to play finals football again and 
Fawkner, under former Melbourne CSC grand final coach 
Ken Murphy, should also return to the play-offs. 

Green Gully, without the 30 goal front-running partnership 
of Sash Becvinovksi and Derek Hunter in ‘93, should be one 
of four clubs fighting for the other vacancies in the top five. 
The big improvers will be Altona Gate, Thomastown and St 
Albans. The Gaters, always renowned for a skilled brand of 
football, have recruited from far and wide and although 
missing overseas bound midfielder Peter Nicoski, might be 
the surprise packets. 

The Saints are taking the competition seriously again, 
signalling their intent by luring Albion’s 1992 player-coach 
Les Carter to Churchill Reserve. 

Thomastown, after appointing Len McKendry as coach mid- 
stream last year, scored more points than any of the top five 
finishers from round 13 on and will continue to improve. 

Of the two promoted clubs, first division champion 
Springvale City, with an impressive array of experienced 
players, looks stronger than Caulfield City, which looks set to 
tackle the Premier League with much the same side which 
finished behind the Vales in 1992. 

Albion will be hard pressed to recapture the magic of last 
season's last-gasp and ultimately failed finals bid and former 
CCSL club Sunshine George Cross is struggling through a 
massive on-field rebuilding program.

signings, Scott Xuerbe and 
Craig Nason. 

In what has rival Super League 
teams looking over their shoulders,

the Tigers expect to have their 
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scattered CCSL stars back in mid-April to bolster their 
championship prospects, Warringah coach Glenn Sterrey is 
one who is mightily impressed by Leichhardt’s potential 
this winter. 

“They are CCSL side, they’ve got five or six other players 
still to come back in and the question mark is if the can 
stay with the leaders up to round 10, they’ll be the side to 
beat,” says Storrey. 

Leichhardt are looking to Darren Stewart (Newcastle), Paul 
Souris (Parramatta), John Gibson (Sydney CSC), Derek 
Poimer (Sydney Olympic) and Tony Franken to play later 
in the season, Leichhardt Tigers were reformed under a 
consortium of current and former members of the Apia 
licensed club, who still have visions of returning a 
Leichhardt-based team to the CCSL.

Their losses, aligned with the CCSL losses of Greg Brown, 
Hugo Giminez, Gus Cerro and the Foster brothers, Paul 
and Criag, paint an uneasy picture for Bonnyrigg’s chances 
of back-to-back successes. 

Bonnyrigg, who has signed last year’s leading NSW 
Division One scorer Norman Tome from Dulwich Hill, 
Parramatta Eagles Stopper Alfero Barrios and Westgate 
forward Danny Jakovijevio Hamilton have built up 
significantly in the off-season under new coach Phil 
Ridley, from Adamstown. Olympic have acquired Cardiff 
pair, Dale Turner and Richard Rumble and expect some 
unwanted members of Adamstown Rosebuds’ State 
League Squad to drift across town to link up with 
Ridley. 

Hamilton will have reaped the benefit of their debut first 
division season last year after successive promotion vaults 
from the fourth division back in 1989. 


Tightly-knit Highfields, once 
bitten, twice shy, have no 
delusions of grandeur going 
into this season’s campaign 
which kicks off on April 17. 
Runaway winners of last 
year’s championship by a 
whopping 10 points; the southern Neweastle outfit crashed to 
only their third defeat of the season, going down 1-0) to 
Wickham Croatia ina semi-final. It galled the Italian-backed 
club to miss out on embellishing their championship with a 
Grand Final trophy, but pragmatic coach Jim Foley is instill- 
ing in his players the axiom: ‘Take your chances today, or 
there'll be no tomorrow.” 

Highfields have added leading striker Ross Wells from state 
leaguers Adamstown Rosebuds and coupled with the return 
of fit-again Simon Brandt, Azzurri Highfields are confident of 
going one better.

Foley, in his second season in charge of Highfields and 
among the first to get his Level 4 Coaching Certificate at the

quality football. “We did a fantastic job for the gamé up here 
last year and our attitude will be to again play an enjoyable 
style of football,” says Foley. 

Foley, who trailed but missed out on a playing contract back 
in the mid-70’s with English club Preston North End then 
under Bobby Charlton, wants to encourage locally-bred 
players to succeed. “I will be giving my players the benefit of 
the opportunities that I missed when I was their age,” said 
Foley.

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Irish goal poacher Kieran 
Cooper figures 20 goals will 
again crown him the leading 
scorer in this year’s XXXX State 
League. 

It’s no idle boast - the 30-year- 
old Rochedale Rovers striker 
banged in 19 goals last season to 
finish Queensland’s version of the “Golden Boot” for the fifth 
time in the last six seasons. 

“Rovers play a very attacking style and that always guarantees 
plenty of goals for me,” says Cooper. “Ill be aiming for 20 this 
time.” 

Razor shanp over the first few yards, Cooper played part of the 
NSL season with Brisbane United, and will be a key man as 
Rochedale attempt to go one better after the disappointment of 
their 2-0 loss to North Star in the ‘92 Grand Final. 

The end-of-season reversal denied Rochedale a historic chance 
to land its first Grand Final since forming 1973.

There was significant off-season activity at Taringa Rovers and 
the re-named North Brisbane, formerly Lutwyche United. 
Taringa have current Queensland coach Juan Cutillas in charge 
and he has reshaped Rovers bringing in last year’s Coalstars 
coach John Ogden, Darren Hillier from Newcastle, Southport 
pair Andrew and Eddie Lees, Michael Collicoat from Wellington 
United and Clint Del Santo from North Queensland. 

North Brisbane who have leapfrogged from the third division to 
the state league in successive seasons under the coaching of 
Mauro Saftich, have strengthened all team compartments.
